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LESSONS FROM THE PULPIT

————

The Preachers Find Elections and Poli-
tics Fruitful Topics of Discourse.

——

Political Sins a Hindrance toa Full Christian
Life—Ambition an Inspiration from God
oA Sermon on Saving Young Men,

- ———

There was a large congregation at the Secood
Presbyterisn Church yesterday morcing. Dr.
McLeod's Bermon was suggested by the recent
eiection. His subjees was “The Unjust Stew-
ard,” as found in Luke xvi, 1 to 12 verses, and
particularly the 10th verse: ‘‘He that is faithful
in that which is least, is faithful, also, in mueh;
and be thatis unjust in the least, is unjust, alse,
ia much.” The parable of the unjust steward
has given the “eritics” a great deal of trouble,
he said. * Some say that by it the Lord gave his
approval to s man who was a swindler. Instead
of condemuning him he holds him up as an ex-
awple of wisdom ome ought to follow. Our
Lord's commendatiou is cot s commendation of
dishonesty, bust ooly a commendation of worldly
prudence, for He says the childrea of this
world are, in their generation, wiser than the
children of light, and He would bave his disci-
ples be aa shrewd in spiritual things asthe unjust
steward was io worldly things. The exhorta-
tion ‘*Make to yourselves frieads of the mam-
mon of righteousness,” needs an explanation.
The steward took time by the forelock and made
friends for bimself by his worldly wisdom; so
Christians should uss the earthly resources
whieh God bas placed at their disposal in such
& way as to advaoce the canse of Christianity.

In this day, said the Doetor, too little atten-
tion is paid to the minor morals. All are will-
ing to admit tbeir importance, yet in practice
they ignore them. BStriet fidelity in small mat-
ters was to the unjust steward of little im-
portance if he could secure his ends. He
adopted a rule whish is the destruetion of all
morality. The Bible says that in order to attain
s right end one should use the right means
With many io these days the standard of morals
is s low ss that of the unjust ateward, and
thelr love of success is greater than their love

of honesty. In the world of commeres, poiitics
and religion there is at times too little regard
paid to little thinge, and tricks of trade are too
uent. Commercial disbonesty on a large
bas often bagun in commercisl dishonesty
on a swall scale. Io the world of polities the
prineipie adopted by the unjust steward prevails
more or less widely. What politieians sim at is
sucoees, and all of them are not always careful
as to the means employed; and they allow no
little things tostand in the way of success. They
seem Lo think that bribery is only a little thing
if by its use they can succeed, and that the sian-
dering of a peighbor is of emall consequence 1f
only by means of it thev can secure their ob-
ject. By some slander is regarded as a legiti-
mate political weapon if by it the opposing can-
didate can be defeated.

The people of the United States have just
passed through an exciting pelitical csmpaign,
the Dector continued, duriog which many have
devoted their time to the great canvass of the
Nation. They said they were anxious to save it,
and to hear them talk one would think they
were all aglow with patriotic fire. i¢is to be
hoped that they were alli influsnced by lofty
motives, but one can question the purity of a
man's motives that would try either to obtain or
retaip power by dishonest meacs, The conduct
of some politicians as reported in the paublie
prints is & disgrace to Christian eivilization. Ia
this land there are oflice seekers and oflice-
holders that have been so long in the business
that they eannot earn an lLonest livioeg
by digging sod they are ashamed
to beg, and they are williing to do
anything to sscure for themeelves a share of the
political loaves and fishes. Such rules, if gener-
ally adopted, would deetroy the moral senre of
the Nation. T strike at the root of all po-
litieal morality. Evasn a nation eannot afford to
overlook fidelity io small thiogs. The same
rule apolies to the 60,000.000 of people as to one
man. The rules of Christianity should govern
the life of nations, and a man should observe
those roies as strictly in polities as in the family
girele; yet many a man who is exemplary in all
the private reiations of life is in his politieal
opinions too often ashamed of tha gospel of
Cbrist. This is by no mesns confined to any
one of the political parties. Loyalty to Christ is
the surest ~vidence of virtue and the surest road
to pational greatness. lHe that isa unfaith.
ful and wojust in small things will
be unfaithful and uniost in greatsr things.
The youth of the iand should be taught the im-
portasace of faithfulness in small thicgs. The
same law applies to a drop of water and to the
earth. bhere is not one law for the rich, the
wise and the powerful, and annther for the poor,
the ignorant and the weak. The good citizen is
distinguished by honesty, integrity and a fixed
purpose to do right when strongly temopted todo
wrong. Religion without virtue is a snare. Pol-
itics without virtue is & delusion. Liberty with-
out virtue ia & cheat, and intelligence without
virtue is tlluminated wickedness. The unjnst
steward began by indulgioe 10 small acts of dis-
honesty and so do men who fall.

There is great danger in tamperiog with eon-
pcience, the Doctor further said. No drupkard
ever began 1o drink with the idea and purpose
of becowing a dronkard. Itis not safe to in-
duige in trifing sins. Oune asgry word may
jead to blows, and blows to murder, and murder
to the scaifold. Some politicians, to achieve
party auccess, are willing to do many an act
which would not bear the light of day. aud eall
their acts simply trifles ne need pot go be-
vood this city to ses the effect of such acts
Daring the past week eome persons, when they
came to vote, as well a8 those
who were appointed to guard the
ballot-box, were watched a i they
wore a set of thieves. Thin state of affairs did
not come about all at nnee; it came about gradu-
ally, little by little Roecks big enoueh to wreck
the proadest ship that sails are built by little
jnseats. So these spiall political forces will, if
pot chedked, build recks nmuen which the ship
of state will be dashed to pieces. Religion and
Chriss say that one ounght to be faithful in little
things, and that upon little things oftentimes
bang stupendnsus consequences. The day is
coming when the Master will make those who
are faithfel io little things ruler over great
things, and, whatever a person’s station in life,
if bhe be faithful, he shall surely be rewarded.

The Divine FPresence,

At tho First Presbyterian Church, yesterday
morning, the pastor, Rev. Ur. Haines, preached
to a large congregation, General and Mrs. Har-
rison being of the number. 7The text was from
Jobn xiv, ard 2 th verse: *“*At that day ye shall
know that I am in my Father, and ye in me,
sod Iio you™ Tbe Doctor recited the experi-
ence of Jacodb in fleeing from the wrath of a
brother whom be had defrauded. When far out
in the wilderness he thought that he had
escaped from sll buman observation, but he
wag, by means of a dream, brought to o sénse of
the fact that Ged is evervwhbere., That dream
was a superoatursl vision, and that angei-
trodden stairway was aa emblem of the real
and close communion between earth and heaven,

and that vision brought home to tha sonl of the
wandering patriarch the great truth that the God
of the universe is pot far {rom everyone. Jacod's
experience, eighteen centuries before Christ, is,

in substance, paralleled by many a devoted soul
even in this day.

Again and again, the Doctor continnued, do the
Serioturea eall to one's mind the nearness of
Divine presence. Maoy facta make clear the
nearnsss of (God to earth and humanity. The
first is the divice ruls in natore. No limits of
time or space separate God from the world.
Pagan religion localized the Ihvine Being as
dwelling in a particular place, and that place far
removed from earth, and those Pagan religions
whi=h taught the existence of a number of
deities, gave to each one of them a place of
abode—Jupiter, in the heavens; Neptune, in
the sea, and Pluto, under the earth. Bat the
Bible toaches that while God may make mani-
festations in certain loealities, yot He dwells
pat in temples made with hands, and that He is
the universal presence. The underlying idea in
wany minds is that of an absent Deity throned
at soma vast distance, who works, if at all,
through second canses in this world. Paunl
told the philosophers at Athena
that (iod i not far from men.
Enoch walked with God. Moses talked to Him,
face to face. To Job, He spoke out of the whirl-
wind. To the children of Israzl His presence
was symbolized by the plilar of slond acd fire,
and in the tabernacle by the light npon the altar.
Even Gathe, 58 far as he was from the truth, i3
some things, would not think of the Deity as
distant from nature bat as in and throngh it all
Wordsworth, eapecially, gave beautiful axpres-
sion to the sense of God's individusl presence
He did not tell men that God was away off on
some far-digtant throne and that human beings
were only in second-hand relations te Him

set in operation ages ago, but that they had to
do with ooe Giod acd Father who is over all, and
through all, and in ail

“The disciples were sad,” the Doctor con-
tinued, “because Christ had told them that He
was poing away from them. snd He assures
them that while goiog away 10 bodily form He
was io fact so arraoging that He could rety
and be presect with them in a cloger and mor
helpful way than ever before. ‘I will not leave
you orphans,’ He said, ‘I will come again.” This
presence is only open to those who open their
hearta to the teaching and the Spirit of God. 1t
is not through ritual observauces nor through
intellectual processes that one realizes Christ's
presance. It shows iiself in obedicnce to the
Divine eommands.”

Eave the Young Men.

Yesterday morning Rev. J. A. Rondthaler,attha
Tabernacle Church, preached from the text, II
Samuel, xviii, 20, “Is the young man Absalom
eafe!™ The story of Absalom, the son of David,
be said, is a familiar page of Old Testiment bis-
tory. For neariy 4,000 years it has been one of
the Bibie's davger signals to the world. Itis
throughout a tragedy drawn in strong lines
It is a story of crime written in biood. Ifa
modern novel writer were to weave the details
of this Bible story into s book, it might wvery

roperly be entitled, “Absalom—a Father's

‘ailure.” The wragedy of Absalom finds some of
its roots 10 David ‘s early manbood, but the evil
resulte in the family life that followed were not
effaced by the deepest penitence and the most
postic expreasions of eountrition.

The story, the preacher continued, is an index
to hiatory. The young man bas always been s
factor of great power in the world's advance or
retrogression. According to the presert conati-
tution of things he largely makes and unmakes
the haopiness ana peace of the world. If, as
Goethe says, “the destiny of any pation at avy
given time depends on the opinious of the
young men who are under twenty-five years of
age,” it eertainly becomes a question of the
greatest moment for all true patriots and Chris-
tians to ask, *‘is the young man safe!” Itisa
question that comes often with a tremor of
auxiety to father and mother as they watch the
growth and development of the boysof the
family. It is ounly a fool who says, “‘the light-
ning will never strike me,” and pext to that
fool stand the man and woman who lull them-
selves into false security acd 1nactive com-
placency with the conceit that ‘Oar child never
can go wroog."

All through the generstiona history repsats
itself with terribie warning. From housebolds
of saintly purity there ean go out mounsters of
iniquity. From homes of earnest Disty there
can come children of fleadish dispositions.
Facts, men and women, put to flizht all theories,
all conceits, on this question. Say vot, then,
*“*My child cannot go wropg,” but put it this way,
“My ehild svall mot go wrong.” Is the young
man sa‘el lo the light of startling facts aud
figures, :t is of the highest importance that the
chareh should nsk the question.

“A fow weeks ago,” said the preacher, ‘‘the
following count was taken in s considerabdls city
in Iodiana. On Saturday evening, between &
and 7 o'elock, 1,045 men visited seven saloons.
Ooe esaloon alone had 336 visitors, of whom
twelve were drunk and led five littie boye b‘g the
band. The next morning the connt in the Prot-
estant churches showed 1750 men. lLast night a
count was made in our own city of Indianapolis.
Six sslovns were visited by 564 meo duriog oae
hour of the evening. To-day the count will be
made of men in our churches. | give these
figures that they may be a stimunius to us.

“‘Several influences are at work to better this
condition of thiogs, among which is the Youne
Men's Christian Association. Itis also a right-
hand power of the church. It needs every help
and promotive inspirstiom from the united
chureh of Jesua Chriss, Toe Y. M. C. A. is not
a club or an athletic soeiety; its reading-rooms,
gymoassiums and other parspbernalis are ouly
its grappling hooks. They are doing their
work and brioe young men into eonditions and
under influences where Christ can be pressed
uoon them. Its first’ aim is to reach in the
broad circie of its iofluence the soms aund
brethers of our homes and by the grace of pre-
vention save them from falling to the level of
tramps and strays. What the association wants
is & sense of ownership on the part of the
church. It is ber work that the association is
doing aod it needs her guidance, help and sup-
port.”

. Learning from Paoliticlans,

The Rev. G. L. MeNuatt's subject at the
Fourth Preabyterian Church, yesterday morn-
ing, was “The Cburch Learving from the Poli-
tician.” His text was “So run that ye may ob-
tain.” The church should learn from the poll-
ticians, he said, and wnot be ashamed to beliove
something. What would the people think of a
political party who went into a camosigu ac-
konowledging that the issues bsfore them were

important, but saying *Wa have not quite
made up our minds whieh side of these questions
wo are going to take yes, but we claim your sup-

port on the 2zroncd that we have long been an hon-
ored institution as & party in this
countryi” A party that thus straddled
the issuss that men's minds were anxious about
would inevitably be beaten. Men demand that
they side with something, and that positively,
A party without an ‘““1ssue,” that 18, without a
great idea, boldly declared, would meet politieal
death. The great cauee of the weakness of the
modern chureh is that she is afraid to say to all
men, ‘I believe in the atonement of Jesus
Christ.” There is absolute necossity, the
preacher continued, of co-operation. On the
Saturday oreceding General Harrison's pomina-
tion at the Chicago econvention, all was in sus-
vense, and counsels were widely divided as to the
relative strength of the several eminent names
meationed for the honer. New York, 10 partien-
lar, was looked to as the State whose action
would probably be decisive. Her delegates wors
divided. Many of them had been fighting esch
other bitterly inthe political arena for Euu sud
were determimned not 10 be reconciled. Chauncey
Depew gave a grand supper at the Palmer
House that night, to which they were all invited.
Depew was as his best. What he said we can
pever know, ps the press was excluded; but
when they arose to leave they all shook
hands and were to & rmwan agreed upon
their candidate, Harrison, and this co-
operation decided the nomination of
the next President of the United States. “So
it is with the chureh,” the preacher said, *'If
we would gain the vietory we must put aside
our differences as Methodiste, Preabyvterians,
ote., and unite for the contest with Satan,”

Mr. MeNutt also called attention to the im-
portance of orzanization and to spread its liter-
atare. *‘I say to the chureh,” he eaid, ““do not
be afraid of printer's ink. It is the stroogest
agency, per dollar speat, you have at your com-
mand.” In cooclusion, if an individual or
chareh, he raid, would make a suceess of any-
thing they must be in earnest abont it, It is
not fo human nature to lieten to & man, how-
ever plausible or eloquent, who does not know
what he believes himesll,
